This iiiiiotooiitli oontui-y is not wiili- 
out its liei-oos. 'I'lui «hol(- wni-lii ill this 
aLje is not wholly yivon up to iiioiiov 
making. Tho aliniglily dollar is not tlio 
object c>! ovorymio's worshil). ^Vo have 
among us men and women who heroi- 
cally devoto their lives to the good of 
tlioir kind -nioii and women who dilili- 
oiAtoly oviio thoiiisolvos tiom liouu" and 
frioiuls iiiid all llmt makes life ploiiaant 
and oiijoyalilo, who endure hardaliips 
and laoo cortain death in its most 
repulsive form to alleviate tbesuirerings 
of their follow creatures. One of these 
heroes died at liis post a few days a^'o. 
He had none 01 I ho rewards and ooiii- 
l)eiisatious which soldiers and statosiiioii 
and otliors who devoto their lives to the 
.service of tlioir country enjoy. His tri- 
umphs were not procluimed tlirougliout 
the loiigtli and breadth of the land; he 
was never greolod liy admiring crowds; 
tho phuidiis nf tilt! niultitiido noro not 
lor liiiii. Ho worked in olisci:rity. Il> 
spout tho last ai.\tcen years of his lii'o 
in ministering to the most wretched and 
forlorn of God's creatures — men, women 
and children suflbriiig from the most 
io.it lisonio of diseases witli tlie oortiiiiity 
(d' eonlraoting it himself, of dying ,i 
lingering death ami of tilling a iirenm- 
tiire grave. Tho name of this heroe wai 
Ouniien do Venstcr. He was a ISolgian 
priest. Hearing of tho dreadful siiH'or- 
ings endured hj' the lepers on tlie island 
of .Molol;,ii. one of the Hawaiian grou]i, 
lie vohinleered to live among tlioso hor- 
ribly aliiicloii i-reiiiiiros and to ilo wha' 
lie could for tliom. Ho well knew tiiai 
M'hen he once became a member of tin 
comiinmity of lepers he could never rv 
turn to the society of healthy men. llui 
he made the siieritice clioerlully and iin 
pretendingly. Tlie uiihiipiiy outoast,- 
noodod liis services. They were in a 
dieadf.il e.iiidiu -11 morally as well as 
physically. Jlc ■ . rn acnuii-ed inllucnci 
among them, and it was not long befon 
ho efTected a very great improvement in 
their condition. Fniii years ;il;o tli- 
horriidc disease iinnle ii> .i|i|ioar;uion or 
his liodj-, but li;j continued the goo., 
work he ii.id comtnouced as long as la 
hid BUliicienl strength. At last his la 
bors wore over, the sacriQco was com 
ploted. On the 10th of lust April hc 
died peacefully and lia|i|iily. Ho m 
rived on the island id the lepers a vi^;- 
o.-ons V'tiug niiiii of thirty-three, alio 
die.l, di-ie;scd and jironiatiirel\ 
agL'l, ijcloro lie had entorod hi 
liftieth year. It is impossibli' 
adequately t*i describe such heroism as 
this — heroism free fnnu all dross aial 
weakness for \s liicli nu cu tlily rewaro 
was asked or e:<p,.i't,-J. Due is inclined 
tosay til I ilie .-.aiiitiy i'.iilier D.iiiiiiui 
is one of ilie ni';ii of wiiicli thin wicLeii 
solf-seekiiig world is not worthy. .\iio 
li • was not alone.
